1, Bomber Attacks 


. A total of 1055 heavy bombers (471 B-17s and 584. B-24s) were dispatched 
to attack tactical targets in the Pas de Calais area, A/s in the Paris area and 
south of the beach-head, and reilroad targets in Britteny and along the Loire 
Valley. Adverse weather conditions were of considerable disadvantage to this 
operation, ‘making assembly difficult for many groups and causing several wings 
to abandon their mission, Seven assigned targets were not attacked principally 
due to poor weather, but a total of 6U, bombers (311 B-17s and 303 B-2hs) droppe 
1,623 tons GP. on 16 primaries and a scattering of T/0's with generally un- 
Observed results. Two coastal batteries and an enemy headquarters in the Pas a 
Calais area were attacked through 10/10 undercast with tho sid of PE? equipment. 
The headquerters in the Le Touquet Hotel was reported by fighter groups to be 
Completely obliterated. ‘wo combat wings were muble to attack assigned A/Ps 
imncdintely south of the beach-head area, but seven A/#s north and east of 
Paris, (Bernay St. Martin, Conches, Creil, Beauveis/Nivilliers, Cormeilles en 
Vexin, Beaumont/le Roger and Beaumont sur Oise) were attacked with PHF agencies 
being used in bombing the first four 4/Fs and visual bombing effected on the 
last three.
